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posed : ¢ Against change of county line.” The vote
shall be canvassed in the -same manner, and returned
to the same officers by judges of election of the seve-
rul townships, as votes for State officers.

Seo. 3. The county ofticers in Todd and Morrison
counties, to whom such returns are made, shall, within
twenty days after said clection, canvass the votes re-
turned for and against said change of county line, and
ghall forthwith certify the result of such canvass fo the
Governor, who, if it appears that a majority of the

. voters in said counties, voting at said election, are in
favor of a chango of county line, shall make proclama-
tion thercof, by publishing in a ncwspaper of Saint
Paul, that the change proposed by this act has been
ratified by a majority of the voters of Todd and Mor-
rison counties, voting uat said election.

Sec. 4. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with
this act, are hereby repealed.

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect and be in foree
from and after its passage.
